G S R. 650._In exercise of the powers conferred by section 5 of the Essential 

Commodities Act, 1955 (10 of 1955), the Central Government hereby directs 
that the powers conferred on it by sub-section (1) of section 3 of the said Act, 
to make orders to provide for the matters specified in clause (cl) of Bub-seclion (2) 
of that section, shall, m relation to regulation of movement of Bengal gram, 
Bengal gram dliall and Bengal gram flour, be exercisable also by the Administra¬ 
tor of the Union territory of Pondicherry within its jurisdiction: 


Provided that sum power shall be exercised by the said Administrator accord¬ 
ing to such directions, if any, as may be issued by the Central Government in 
this behalf. 


2 The provisions of this Order shall have effect notwithstanding anything to 
the contrary contained in the Order of the Government of India in the Ministry 
of Food and Agriculture (Department of Food) No. G.S.R, 888, dated the 28th

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G.S.R. 651.—In exercise of the powers conferred by sub-rule (2) and sub¬ 
rule (3) of rule 125 of the Defence of India Rules, 1962, and of all other powers 
enabling it in this behalf, the Central Government hereby makes the following 
Order further to amend the Delhi Specified Foodstuffs (Declaration and Prohibi¬ 
tion of Sale) Order, 1965, namely:— 

1. This Order may be called the Delhi Specified Foodstuffs (Declaration and 
Prohibition of Sale) Second Amendment Order, 1966. 

2. It shall come into force at once. 

3. In Schedule II to the Delhi Specified Foodstuffs (Declaration and Prohibi¬ 
tion of Sale) Order, 1065. for paragraph (3) of the "N.B." below the definitions, 
the following paragraph shall be substituted, namely:— 

“(3) If the incidence of weevilled grains exceeds 6 per cent, after applying 
the other normal specified cuts, a cut in price proportionate lo Hie 

f ercentage in excess of 6 per cent calculated at ith value of the 
,A,Q. price shall be applicable”.
